1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
reviewing Applicant's claims and arguments, it was decided that the current reference 
used, Ingram et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,611,446), although close, did not disclose the 
Applicant's invention. The claim language of the appendage elements being thinner 
than a second end and the positioning required when opening the cap (Ingram et al. 
only had the closing of the cap) has overcome the references and therefore has been 
deemed allowable.
